London, Aug. 29 —The Times corre- 
spondent in Shanghai says : " Tho Chinese 
troops who have been joined by 3,000 
KoroanBjhave rolled back the Japanese with 
hoevy losses to Kai Song, forty miles 
north of Seoul. The advance of 
the Chinese oontinucs. Thoy are 
helped everywhere by tho Koreans." 
The Times correspondent cites no trust- 
worthy authority for this report. Tho Even- 
ing Post prints this diepatoh from Shang- 
hai : " Tho Japmese aro reported to be 
landing in force northwards of Tuku, pre- 
paratory to marching on Peking. Another 
repirt is that the Japs havo disembarked 
20,000 troops on tho Ya Lu Kiang, which 
rims along tho boundary botwoon China and 
Korea. They aro said to havo 23 war Bhip3 
there ond to plan an attack on the Chinese 
from tho roar." 

Loi'don, Aug. 28.— The Chinese north 
orn fluet h»s arrived at Wei Hui Wei safely 
from Port Arthur. 

An imperial odiot has been issued in con- 
nection with tho outrages perpetrated on 
missionaries and the murder of Rov. James 
Wylie, a Presbyterian misbionary, recently 
killed B.-j JLiaoynng by Chineso osldiers, con- 
demning the Chinese officers and ordering 
that the actual murderers bo beheaded. 
It is further ordered that the chapels which 
have been destroyed be rebuilt at the ex- 
panse of the localities where the outrages 
wto committed, and that compensation be 
juid tho relatives of Wylic. Tho supreme 
cJbttcil and Viceroy Li Hung Chang havo 
expressed deep rogret to tho British minis- 
ter because of the outrages. It is reported 
that fifty Japanese oamphor makers in For- 
mosa have been masBucrcd. 

A dispatch from Tiensin, dated AugUBt 
'2.'!, stnt2B that Gen. Yeh, with 4,000 men, 
has effected a juncture with the ChineHe 
main body at Pingyang. The dispatch adds 
that the rotrcat from Asan was brilliantly 
carriod out. The troops although thoy were 
harrassed along the route suFcoeded in 
breaking through the Japanese lines at 
Chunghwa. 

A Bpeeial dispatch from Berlin to the 
Standard ssysthat China is alnut to address 
a noto to the powers protesting against the 
King of Korea deolaring his independence. 
The dispatch adds several of tho powers aro 
likely to recognize tho justice of tho protest, 
because they aro certain that tho declara- 
tion was mado under Japanese compulsion 
after the King was captured, though it was 
ant.idated. 

Yokohama. Aug. 28 — Tho war feeling is 
growing more intense overy day, and there 
is a great popular demand for tho trausfer 
of wurlike operations from Korea to China. 
Ic it suggested that Japan unite all its avail- 
able troops and maroh upon Pekin immedi- 
ately. 

Aden, Arabia, Aug. 28. — The cruiser Tat- 
futa, which recently left England, presum- 
ably to join the Japanese fleet in the East, 
has been detained here by tho British 
authorities. 

Washinoton, Aug. 28. — News has been 
received here that a new treaty has been 
negotiated between Japiu and Great Brit- 
ain by tho terms of which the claim of 
extra-territorial jurisdiction by tho latter 
is abandoned, Negotiations looking to a 
similar treaty are going on between Japan 
and other European nations, and it is said 
they will fully recognize tho right of Japan 
to administer juBtico in her own territory. 
Tho importance of Great Britain's action, 
which, rathertends to discredit the stories 
that tho is hostile to Japan in her present 
war, lies in tho fucc that it is actually the re- 
cognition of Japan as a fully civiliz2d powor 
and murks a distinct epoch in her advance- 
ment to tho front rank of nations. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 28 — " Jupan and China 
are on tho eve of a big b.itllo," said Japan- 
ese ConBul Naooymon Haahiguchi to a 
Tribune reporter. '* Asan will be the 
Marathon of tho East, for tho contest will 
be waged both on sea and on ahoro. Asan 
is a small seaport on tho coast of Korea. 
The Chineso have a fort and garrison there. 
On tho seaside it looks over to an island, by 
which tho northern and southern approaches 
are narrowed iutoohannele easily capable of 
ropodo defonBO. On land it iB assailablo 
from one direction only, that of Heitaku. 
Thero is a prediction current in Korea that 
Asan will witness a struggle makfngnecoBBaiy 
the northwurd llightof tho Chinese Emperor, 
and that tho present year will mark tho 
downfall of the Li dynasty in Korea. Tho 
Chineso forcos havo been busily engaged 
strengthening their position, and tho tutk 
of storming tho place must present great 
difficulties. Their troops havo been rein- 
forced, and tho whole Chineso squadron, 
aggregating over twenty Bhipe, has arrived 
at Asun. Thus China has accepted Korea 
as tho battlefield. Japan has at tho presont 
moment 100,000 mon undor arms, and can 
put into tho field 320,000, of whom 150,000 
would bo armod with Martini repeating 
rifles ond tho rest v<ith ainglo rifles. 

CmOAOO, Aug. 28 —The Geo Wing a Chi- 
neso seorot society whoso avowed intention, 
it iB said, is to ofi'eot tho ovorthrow of tho 
present emporor of China, is being rapidly 
rocruitod in Chicago, and Sunday, Septem- 
ber 9, haB been selected for holding a big con- 
clavo hero, when it is expected that tho or- 
der will docido upon tho courso to bo pur- 
sued by tho Chinoso-Japuneso war. Tho 
headquartors on South Clark stroot aro tho 
scene of frequent Initiations, whioh inolude 
a ceremony in whioh everybody proscnt 
draws some of his blood, whioh ii oiught in 
a tankaH, and then sipped by all, including 
tho initiates. 



DESTRUCTIVE HURRICANE. 

A Town In HHeslti Almost Swept Out of Exist- 
ence-Many People Struck by 
Lightning. 

Bbbslau, Aug. 28. — Tho hurricano which 
swept over Laura Hutto last night almost 
destroyed tho town. Many houses were 
blown down and a number of others woro 
struok by lightning and burned. Six per- 
sons wero killed.

Gloomy Prospects for Moravian Settlers

Winnipeg, Aug. 28 — (Speoial) -Rev

avian settlers, who recently looatcd forty 
miles north-east of Edmonton, are very 
gloomy indoed, the people being on tho 
verge of starvation and having nothing with 
whioh to prepare for farming next year. 
Thoy came to the country without money 
and hoped to get assistance from loan com 
panles, but have failed.

RAGING FOREST FIRES 



Fill the Air With SulTocatins: Smoke 
and Scatter Ashes oil Vic- 
toria's Streets. 



Details of Damage Not Yet Available 
—Timber Land and Homes Swept 
Up at Cobble Hill. 

Viotorla had yesterday what is oalled in 
tropical regions " volcanic weathor." The 
morning broke through a dull hazs accom- 
panied by that sickly stillness whioh is wont 
far South to make old dame nature get up 
and Bhake herself. As the day went on the 
huzs grew thicker, entirely shutting out any 
glimpse of the Bun. Ashes began to sift 
down from the heavy drifts of cloudlike 
smoke and the genoral effect was depressing 
in the extreme. During the day rumors of 
extensivo bush fires began to reach the city. 
One of wido extent and CBpecial fierceness is 
said to bo raging near the Summit. Long 
lines of fire are sweoping aoroEs tho Green 
mountain, and from Saanich inlot, San 
Juan island, Cedar Hill and Beveral 
other points around the olty similar 
reports havo boon received. Though 
nothing definite oan yet bo learned as 
to the extent of the fires there is but little 
doubt that an immense amount of damage is 
being done. In several of the localities 
named there are holdings of valuable tim- 
ber, which will, unless the flames are obecked 
become a total loss. Though no requests 
for assistance have yot come in, sotr.o of the 
farmers must by this time bo in uncomfort- 
able quarters. In ono or two of the burning 
distriots thero are a number of settlers to 
whom the fires are already a serious menace. 
The only means of safety, that of " back 
firing," iB rendered especially dangerous just 
now owing to the tinder-like state of every- 
thing. It was reported that the spread of 
tho fire in several cases is owing to attempts 
at this method. Efforts will be made to day 
to ascertain if any of the Bottlers in the 
burning distriots are in need of help to keep 
the fires in check. 

A resident of Oak bay named Radford 
who with a companion was driving ovor the 
Loach River road and returned to the city 
yesterday, had an exciting adventure dur- 
ing his trip. Fires had been raging in the 
neighborhood for several days and as the 
two gentlomon wero homeward bound closed 
in on tho road from both sides, filling the uir 
withjishos and suffocating smoke. Tho heat 
was so intense that tho varnish on the buggy 
was oracked and blistered and the horse gave 
signs of exhaustion. Fortunately its sttength 
held out until all danger was past, and the 
two travellers breathed a sigh of relief. 
They ore unablo to give jsny information as 
to the damage dono in tho Leech River sec- 
tion, where the fire is supposed to have 
originated from the epread oi a surveyor's 
fire. 

COBBLE Hill, Aug. 28.— (Special)— A 
big bush tiro broke out here on Sunday at 
about 2 p.m. , and is sail raging. It has 
burned over some hundreds of ceres of the 
finest timber land in tho neighborhood, and 
a strong Bouthorly wind this afternoon lent 
increased violonce to the flames. Houses 
and crops in the neighborhood are in great 
danger. Mr. H. S. HollingB, jr's, house 
and barn, with contents, wero burned this 
evoning. Mr S. Rowlinson has lost a largo 
amount of cordwood which was stacked on 
his place ready for shipment. Nothing is 
yot known as to tho origin of tho fire. 

Vancouver, Aug. 28. — (Special)— Forest 
fires are so extensivo around Vancouver to- 
day that tho light of the sun is subdued and 
tho orb of day .osombles a grout ball of fire, 
whilo the weather is stifling. No definite 
reportB havo yot been roooived as to tho 
damago already dono, whioh must be con- 
siderable.

News that the steamship Queen had 
drifted off the rooks at Gordon Point, oppo- 
sito Alert Bay, was yesterday morning 
brought down from the North by the City 
of Topeka, whioh arrived at 2:30 o'clock. 
The Topeka was expected to have all tho 
Queen's passengers on board, but notwith- 
standing that she had soventy-fivo guests in 
all, only two of thorn bolonged to the dis- 
abled ship. One who landed here is Dr. J. 
H. Bean, of Pooatollo, Idaho. Ho is on his 
way home after a delightful trip to Alaska, 
and gives a good accounb of the Queen's 
mishap. Ho says as the Topeka was on her 
way down she was attracted by distress 
signal lights on the Quoen, and heaving to, 
closo in, was hailed by Captain Carroll. No 
sooner, however, had that officer boarded 
tho Topeka that hiB ottention was attracted 
to the Queen, which had in tho meanwhile 
wung around with the tido and freed her- 
self from the rooks. This unexpected 
change of sfftirs entirely altered the 
Captain's original plans, which wero to have 
the Topeka give the Queen a line and see if 
" er reloaso could be accomplished — if not, to 
eaten to the Sound for appliances to do 
the work, it boing also necessary in such 
case that the passengers should all re- 
turn. The Queen had been lightened of all 
freight, anchors, etc., to tho extent of sov- 
erul hundred tons, and was in fair shape to 
' e operated on when she succeeded in back- 
ing adrift. After floating, she wub immedi- 
ately beached close by, and an examination 
made as well bb possible of her hull. Her 
forward compartments wero found to be 
full of water, and one or two of her forward 
plates wore punctured. She had been on 
the rock for four days, but it is expected 
that thero will be further dslay than that 
occasioned by awaiting the arrival of men 
and material to do the necessary repairs ; 
these too will bo sent on the Topeka when 
the latter vessel goeB North again, and as 
soon as she is patched up the steamer will 
come to Eequimalt deck for repairs. It seems 
that Gordon Point had been mistaken by 
Captain Carroll in the prevailing dense fog, 
for another neck of land extending into the 
sou from the opposite side of the Island to 
that he was on, and in this way the acci- 
dent happened. 
Dr. Bean Bays the people of Alaska 
em very hopeful of a good year 
there, mining prospeots being .ex- 
tremely favorable. The Douglas Island 
ine will have 250 more stomps placed in it 
shortly and other similar work is to be car- 
ried out in other parts of the oountry. The 
salmon output of Alaska will be large, a. big 
consignment having arrived on the Topeka. 
Another valuable shipment brought down 
by the Topeka is one of furs, consisting of 
$30,000 worth or more, from tho Stiokeen 
river, belonging to two Son Francisco hunts- 
men. The lot Includes 150 silvtx fox and 
many other valuable pelts. 

Among other reports brought by the 
Topeka is that of a big fight among the Chil- 
cat Indians at Pyramid harbor, Alaska, in 
which four of the natives were killed. After 
protporous year the natives were prepar- 
ing for a big potluoh to be hold in Septem- 
ber, at whioh thoy proposed exponding 
about §15,000. Whisky, however, was 
smuggled in by the wholesale in preparation 
for the event, ond as tho temptation was too 
rong to be overcome, it was freely imbibed. 
The result was that a row ensued, and in 
one fight four were reported killed and two 
ound^d by tho free use of sheath knives.

NELSON. 

(From tho Tribune. I 

Practical men aro making a success of 
hydraulic mining by tho pumping method on 
Salmon river. Hardman & Uabb, who have 
two leases, 5,900 feet in all, have put in a 
steam plant and pump water from the river 
to a height of forty feet. The water is then 
used in the ordinary way for sluicing. Tho 
gravel pays about fifty cents a yard. On 
tho west side of the rive*-, and near its 
junction with the Pcnd d'Oriello, Mr. Litch- 
field U ground-sluicing aud prospecting a 
loose. He also intends to put in a pumping 
plant. The Kootenay Hydraulio Company, 
with twelve miles of leases on Pond d'Oriello 
rive r, will put in a pumping plant with a 
capacity of 15,000 gallons a minute. 

Aa soon as the railway is open through to 
Spokane the Hall Mines, Limited, will be- 
gin shipping the ore now stored at Nelson. 
Forty tons were taken to Five-mile point 
by the Nelson on Wednesday night. The 
Srat one hundred tons will go to Denver. 
The machinery at the mines was Btarted up 
this week and worked to the satisfaction of 
the management. 

There aro two mines in Slocan district by 
the name of " Idiho." One is Bituato in the 
vicinity of thu Blue Bird and tho other is 
located in Twin Lake basin. An immense 
body of ore has been uncovered on the one, 
and a pood showing ia in sight on the other. 

Capt. R. C. Adims, of Montreal, who haB 
mining interests in tho Slocan and lioundry 
Crook seotiona of aouthorn British Colum- 
bia, was in Nelaon this week. Capt. Adams 
•aid he was getting Crown grants for the 
rrora valuable of his claims, but did not in- 
tend to develop them until ho had good 
titles. Next spring ho expected to work 
some of the properties on a large scale.

By law Passes tho Council and Will lie Given 
to the Ratepayers. 

The latter portion of tho report of Mon- 
day night's council meeting wao unavoidably 
hold over. At the oouuluaiou of Chief 
Doasy'a report on the recont firoa and reconi- 
monding tho establishing of a Btation in 
Victoria West, Alderman Baker addressed 
tho council. Ho thought the city was 
fortunate in tho possession of auch a depart- 
ment, eapecially us it hud a man at its head 
who waB at all times alivo to tho boat inter- 
ests of tho city. Iu his opinion it was a pity 
that the city was not in possession cf 
a few moro Buch efficient employ ea. 
Ao to tho station, lack of funds 
would prevent thia muoh needed improve- 
ment this year, but it was to bo hoped that 
next year's counoil would be able to deal 
with the matter more aatisfactorily. 

Tho Bpecial committee appointed to re- 
port on the James Bay oausoway plans gave 
first plaoe to the design of " C«vur Fidole," 
with those of " Horatius " second, a deci- 
sion in which Sir Joseph Trutch concurred. 
The committee further stated that the city 
engineer waa of the opinion that neithor of 
the plans of work would como within tho 
limit of the $80,000 speoified, In whioh case 
no prize could be awarded. Received and 
adrpted. 

The council then went into committee on 
the water works by-law. Aid. Drvyer ex- 
ploded that the $150,000 to bo asked for 
wonld go to purchase tho watershed, claims 
around tho lake and put in now filter beds. 

Al.D. HUMPHREY— H wo had a caretaker 
that worked like other men wo oould hovo 
the work of cleaning done in a year or so. 

Ald. Baker — Our oaretakor and com- 
missioner have systematically neglected 
their duty. If wo should disoharge eome 
of our employes and get good mon it would 
materially ohange matterB. We don't need 
a by-law to buy half tho farms in Saanich. 
We can get all we need much oheaper. 

The diaouasion procoedod at considerable 
length. Aid. Keith Wilson stated that he 
had data to show that if the water was pro- 
perly filtered it would bo wholesome. He 
and others had examined the lake. The 
wator in tho middle of the lake is all right. 
At other bo called filter beds it was vilo. 
A vast deposit of mud and decayed matter 
existed in that vicinity.

The Muscles Used and the Mechanical Work 
They Do. 

The chiof muscles concerned in walking 
are those in tho calf and back of leg, which, 
by pulling np tho hool, also pull up tho 
tonos of tho foot connected with it, and then 
tho wholo body, tho weight of which ia 
jiaBBed on through tho bones of tho leg, Bays 
tho London Hospital. When walking tho 
trunk ia thrown forward bo that it would 
fall down pros'rate wore not the right foot 
planted in time to support it.

and toos, preventing the Iattor, in Bwinging 
forward, from hitching in tho ground. 
Whon ono foot has reached the ground the 
action of tho other has not ceased.

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VICTORIA AT THE FAIR. 



The Board of Trade Meets to Discuss 
the Invitation of the Chamber 
of Commerce 



Arrangements Advancing for a Mon- 
ster Excursion on British 
Columbia Day. 

Tho creclitiible representation of Victoria 
at the Northwest Iuter-Stato Pair openiDg 
in Tacoma to day, was the subject of dis- 
cussion at a special meeting of the oounoil 
of tho British Columbia Board of Trado 
held at i p.m. yesterday. There wore 
present Messrs. A. C. Flumerfelt. president 
of tho board, D. R. Kor, Hewitt ISostook, 
Joshua Diviea, H. E Connon, Htriry Croft, 
GuBtav Loiser, Captain John Irving, \V. H. 
Ellis, P. A. Paulson aud Secretary ¥ 
EUvorthy, the lattor of whom road tho telo 
graphed invitation of tho Chamber of Com 
moaco as follows : 

Tacoma, Wash., Aug, 27, 1891. 
President li.C. Hoard of Trade . Victoria, B.C., 
Wooxtond to yourself and all members of 
your organisation nn invitation to oo presont 
at 10 o'clock u.m., August '-"J. to participate In 
the opening of tho Northwest lntor S nto Fair. 
Advlso mo your number and when llioj will 
arrive, and c*rn«K«^ "'Hi bo In waiting to take 
you to the fair grounds. .

President Flumerfelt explained that on 
receipt of the telegram ho had at oneo con- 
ferred with tho secretary, and they had 
thought beat to publish the invitation in tho 
morning paper, and also to send out notices 
to all tho members who could bo reiohed, 
with tho objeot of ascertaining how many 
could go. Unfortunately tho notice waa bo 
exceedingly short that, though all recog- 
nized the advantage of having the board 
suitably represented on eo important tin oc- 
casion, few if any could got away. 

This being the caae, it was decided after 
considerable disouaBion, on the motion ot 
Mr. H. E. Connon, to acknowledge by wiro 
the invitation, and c -.proas the regret o* tho 
Board that it allowed too short a time to 
permit of its aeceptaio and tho attendance 
of the mombersof the Board at the opening 
of tho great fair. The secretary was in- 
structed to Btate further that the Board, 
fully recognizing the importance of tho 
f»ir, had determined to arraugo for on e >:• 
oursion from this oily to Tacoma, under the 
auspices of the rJoard and the British Col- 
umbia Agricultural Association, on British 
Columbia day, further particulars of which 
■would shortly be m^de known. 

In presenting this motion Mr. Connon 
said that he thought it would be hotter be 
■bo telegraph to the Tacoma chamber than to 
■send overtjne delegate, as had been aug 
■Rested ; it was preferable to wire if the 
Board c rcld not be suitably represented 
nunieiioally. A lotter might follow the 
dispatch, conveying the Board's good visheB 
for the*fair and giving more partioulura of 
intentions in regard to the contemplated 
cursion. 

Mr. Paulson thought that if some one — 
or a delegation of two or throo would be 
even bettor — went over a little later, bettor 
results might be obtained in tho way of 
reciprocal excursion to the Victoria, exhibi- 
tion in' October. 

Mr. Ellis was of tho opinion 'that every- 
thing could be arranged by letter ; |ti would 
of course be understood that tho Victoria 
• excursion to Tacoma was conditional upon 
the Tacoma people returning the cumpli- 
-ment when Viotoria had her innings. 

Mr. Bostock inquired when it was propos- 
od to take the Victoria party over. 

Mr. EIIib — On the 7th of September — that 
is the day that has been set apart as British 
1 Columbia day at the fair. 

President Flumerfelt saw one objection Co 
this date, in that it would conflict with the 
arrangements for the anneal inspection of 
the B.C. B G.A.. which could not be altered. 
It would be well, perhaps, to induce tho 
Tacoma people to fix u^on another date for 
British Columbia day, as the presence of the 
battalion band on the trip would no doubt 
attract many exouraionista. 

Mr. Connon'a resolutionjhaving boen form 
ally adopted, a rider was incorporated to 
the effect that a deputation from the Board 
would shortly visiO Tacoma to discuss excur- 
sion arrangements with the Chamber of 
Commerce and Fair authorities, tho excur 
sion from Victoria being-under tho joint 
auspiaes of the Board of Trade and tho K C, 
Agricultural Association. 

Messrs. Joahua Daviee, H. Bostock und 
Henry Croft were appointed a committee 
from tho Board to act with Mayor league 
(as chairman) and the transportation com 
mittee of the B C A. A. in instructing tho 
delegates just decided upon, as to excursion 
arrangements, and there being nothing lur 
ther before the mooting an adjournment -was 
taken at 5 o'clock.

THE. WATER SUPPLY. 

To the Editor:— Tho letter of Chief 
Deaey to the Board of Aldermen points out 
another source of menaco to Victoria from 
Its defective water supply. It is Btated 
there that tbo pressure ia such that, whon 
several hydrants are in use, the force is 
greatly rcducod and would be inadequate to 
copo with a large fire — in fact, powerleas. 
Instead of floundering around like codfish 
out of water, tho Board of Aldermen should 
at once tako steps to satisfy themselves and 
the public of the adfquacy of Elk lake as a 
sourco of supply. There is a woll-cstabliBhed 
rulo whereby tho exaot quantity of water 
availablo from the Elk lake gathering 
grounds can be demonstrated. In fact, 
such huB been doqe by a former water com- 
missioner and tho presont city englncor. 
But aa engineers are akin to prophets, with- 
out that standing locally that an outside 
authority would havo, it will perhapa bo 
necessary to 8eouro a well-known hydraulic 
engineer from abroad to report upon the 
mattor before the aldermanio wisoaores and 
the public will believe the facts of the case. 
If it is possible by heightening the lake, 
and storing the water that now 
goes to waBte during the rainy eeasou, 
and thuB assure a sufficient supply for pro- 
sent purposes and the proBpeotive growth of 
the city, well and good. But it should first 
be absolutely established before any such 
work is unaertaken, that the watershed will 
provide the necessary quantity. Tho lake 
might be heightened ten feet, but Hub 
would not increase tho supply from the 
gathering ground one singlo drop. Thero 
must be the quantity, and thero must be tho 
head to give the neceseary pressure. These 
two esseatials socurod it is not & difficult 
operation to cleanse Elk lake of ita decaying 
vegetable matter and provide fiitoring pro- 
cesses which will sond through the city 
mainB a pure, wholesome water. It would 
be a criminal extravagance to proooed with 
the large expenditure of money neoossary to 
do all thiB and then find that the supply 
waa insufficient. If, aa Btated, the Elk lake 
watershed can only Bupply on the average 
2,030,000 gallons daily, it needa no argu- 
ment to convince anyone possessing ordinary 
intelligence that thisisnot sufficient tosupply 
tfcegrowiug neodaof Victoria with water lor 
domestic, manufacturing, fire and general 
purposes, such as fleshing of sewers. But 
by all means let the point of Elk lake as a 
source of water supply be finally settled. If 
'it is sufficient, wo can find the means to im- 
prove and purify it. If it is insufficient, it 
la Bimply wasting timo and space to further 
discuss it, and tho only thing remaining to 
be dono is to look for some othor source for 
furnishing Victoria with water. Let the 
aldermon take up this question intelligently, 
and act on business lines. None of thorn 
are hydraulic or civil engineers. But they 
cm purchase the knowledge they require and 
the sooner they move in the matter the more 
respect they will receivo from the public.

P. S — Since writing you tho above I have 
read the report of the proceedings of the 
board on Monday evening, and am amazed 
to note that they are going to ask the rate- 
payers to voto 43150,000 to ba devoted to 
water works improvement. It is remark- 
able that aldermen in these days should be- 
lievo that ratepayers will voto money blind- 
ly for a Bchemo of which nothing is furnish- 
ed to prove to them that it is desirable. Ab 
I have remarked above, not one dollar 
should ba raised to bo oxponded on Elk 
Like until tho fact is proved beyond -ques- 
tion that the quantity and head a-ro both 
presont. 

A NOTE OF WARNING. 

To thk EBKTon :— Cin anything bo moro 
calculated to c»use sickness, than tho 
criminal carelessness in opening tho streets 
during this intense boat without tho Bimplo 
precaution of some form of dieinfoctantp, 
Tho etonch on Government atreot along tho 
lino of oxcavationa for sewerage purpo3os, iB 
simply abominable ; and tho noxious gases 
aribtng therefrom muy cause trouble. Aro 
noi our oily fatherB responsible for such a 
aiato of things' I think moat citirons will 
agree with mo in stating that such neglect 
during tho hot weather iB disgraceful. I 
hope, sir, that now somo notico hao been 
taken of io through tho valuable aid of your 
columns, somo care for tho hoalth of our 
citizens will bo showu by tho powora that 
be.

LAV RUHR'S TRADE POLICY. 



Mr. Laurier is on hia Western tour mak- 
ing very pretty speeches. He deals largely 
in generalities, and thore ia no pugnacious 
disputant neir to ask him oxaotly what he 
moans. The speech is a delightful perform- 
ance, and when it is over very few, wo 
imagine, will consider at all aerioualy what 
it his been about. Tho gifted Leader of 
the Opposition is ono of thoso orators — for 
he is an orator — who disarm criticism. It 
would appear almost cruel to pull such a 
pretty fabrio to piecea for the Bake of ex- 
amining the materials of which it it con- 
structed. Mr. Laurier is nover harsh, and 
he glides over difficulties in tho most skil- 
ful way imaginable. He seldom follows a 
perplexing subject long enough or goea into 
it deeply enough to allow hia hearers to see 
that it ia perplexing or difficult to doal with. 
The way in which ho treated the trado 
question, the other day, at Brantford ia a 
good example of the manner in which ho han- 
dles a question on whioh it ia not convenient 
to say too much. 

After telling his audionco that the policy 
he advocated iB a tariff for revenue only, he 
went on to aay : — 

This ia the great line of cleavage at the 
present time between the Government and 
the Opposition. Tho Government believe in 
protection ; we denounce protection as a 
fraud upon the people, as a robbery of the 
many in favor of the few. Nay, more — I 
am speaking hero in a manufacturing city — 
I do not hesitate to 8ay, and I agreo with 
tho opinion expressed by Mr. I'atorson, 
that a rcvenuo tariff is far more con- 
ducive to tho beat intorcata of tho 
manufacturer, than is a protective 
tariff, and thore are many reasons 
for it. So loti'i as n-e. are in the condition 
we. are in to-day it is impossible to tall., of 
free trade— or think of it— as it is practised 
in Great Britain It is impossible to hare 
freedom of trade ax they hare it. Wo mint 
continue to raise our rovenuo by a customs 
tariff, but so long us wo raiao our revenue 
by a customs tariff wo raise it upon tho car 
dinal principle that all duties ahull bo lovied 
for revenuo firat, and not, as has been 
stated mauy a time, in ordor to develop 
certain industries, because tho experience of 
the last fifteen years has shown that undor 
the protenoe of developing cortain industries 
wo are only developing rnonopolloB to Hap 
the best substance of tho country, and so on, 
and so on. 

Wo quote from tho Toronto Globo's ro- 
port and the italics uro ours. The rcador 
observes that the only dofinito Btatoment in 
this passago ia that relating to freo trade. 
Under Mr. Laurier Canada ia not to havo 
freo trade. Canadians must not talk of it 
or even think of it. Thoy are to havo a 
"tariff for rovenuo only," but what that 
phrase means ho Lukes good oare to leave 
his hearers to imagine. He givoa them no 
help at all, further than to inform them as 
emphatically aa ho is ablo that it is not to 
bo like the English tariff for revonus only— 
for that ia precisely what tho English tariff 
is. It ia a tariff for revonuo and for revenue 
alone, But according to Mr. Laurior 
hia Uriff ia not to boar tho most 
remote resemblance to tho British 
tariff. But thoro ia mothod In Mr. 
Luurier'a retioonco on thia dolicato sub- 
ject. Ho knowa aa woll as auy ono 
knowB that some Canadian manufacturers 
muat of necessity bo protectod by tho Cus- 
toms tariff whioh ho proposes to onact. 
Who are theao manufaoturora, and why 
should they bo protected and other manu- 
facturers left to bo buffeted by foroign com- 



petitors? But it does not suit Mr. Laurier 
to go into dotails, and he therefore skims 
over the difficulties and the anomalies of his 
system, if it can be called a system, He 
gives hiB followers a phrase and thoy muat 
be content with that. He, we see, moat 
oarcfully avoids another phrase, whioh was 
at one timo pleasing to the ears of Cana- 
dian Liberals. This is, " incidental protec 
tion." But there ia in that phrase concesuon 
to the protectiooittta, ao it is ccnec quently 
marked " dangerous." But it will not do 
for Mr. L'»urier to talk like an Eegliih free 
trader, while in tho some breath ho repu- 
diates Euglith freo trade for Cauada. Ho 
cannot bo a protootioniat free trader or a 
freo trade protectionist. Thero is, it is 
true, a middle course— that taken by a 
goodly number of American Democrats, 
which ia froo trado in opposition but pro- 
tectionist in power. But it is not to bo 
aupposed that Mr. Laurior deaigna to take 
that courao. Neither did many of the 
Democrats, but they wero forced into it. 



A DANGEROUS NUISANCE. 

The merchants and public gonerally are 
protesting against tho ill-considered action 
of the city authoritiea in permitting the 
sewer constructor to pile up the earth from 
excavations ou tho west aide of Government 
Btreet. It would havo been a Bimplo matter 
to have closed tho Btreet for traffic, bb has 
really been advertiBod, and thrown tho ma- 
terial on the oaat aido of the excavation. 
ThiB would simply havo meant that that 
crying nuisance, the hack stand, would havo 
boenromovod fora time, and thofoul- smelling 
earth from beneath placed on the filthy sur- 
faoe of the roadway whore tho hacks now 
stand. It will be miraculous, indeed, if a 
largo number of the people working in the 
storeB and offices on the west side of Gov- 
ernment Btreet are not striken with typhoid 
or malarial fever, for the stench from the 
upturned earth is disgustingly pungent and 
no doubt laden with disease. If death re- 
Bnlta from this Bource of disease, the Board 
of Aldermen will be morally, if not legally, 
responsible for the Iocs of life. Intelligent 
care should be taken to avoid such a state of 
thinga aa exista on the sidewalk on the west 
side of Government street to-day. It is 
just possible an injunction may be taken out 
against the contractors to prevent a con- 
tinuance of this daogerous nuiaanco. 



A DELICATE QUESTION. 

A very interesting caae was rocout'y 
decided by the British Court of Appeal, In 
which a South American Republic was one 
of the parties. While the civil war In Chili 
was in progress, Btlmaceda, the President 
de facto, was badly in want of money. There 
was at the time in the Treasury vaults of 
tho Republic a considerable numbor of bars 
of silver. Tho Preaident applied to Con- 
gross for power to use part of thia silver as 
security for a loan. CoDgresB consented 
without a demur, and the money was bor 
rowed from an English bank. Some of our 
readers may remember that the silver waa 
conveyed to England by H.M.S. Eapieglo. 
There was a good deal of discuBBion at the 
time about the propriety of uaing a ship of 
war belonging to » neutral power for such a 
a purpoao. 

Tho London and River Platto Bank re 
ceived the silver bars in due time and ad 
vanced to the agent of tho Chilian Govern- 
ment, Senor Vidal, firat £8,000, and a fow 
daya aftorwarda, £100.000. In the interval 
betwoen the firat advance and the second 
Baloiaceda'a Government was overthrown 
and he had sent in his resignation. 

After a while tho Chilian Government de 
manded the return of the silver bare, on tho 
ground that the Government to which the 
last advance had been made had at the time 
noexiatence. The Court of Appeal decided in 
favor of the Bank. They " laid down 
that you need not inveatigat6 the con- 
atitutional character of a ' de facto Gov- 
ernment when aaked to do bueinees 
with it ; and further, that you aro not bound 
to stop doing business with the agents of 
such a Government merely beoauso the 
newspapers announce its disoolution." 

It appears that before the '_ >( .)ch of AuguBt 
when tho £l0(i.00fj was handed to Senor 
Vidal, the nows that Balmaceda'a Govern- 
ment had fallen had beon tolograplied to 
England, and it was argued by tho lawyera 
of the Republic that aa the l!ank managora 
know thia they mado tho advanco at their 
own ritk, and that tho Chilian G"vernment 
thou existing was not a party to tho trans- 
action. Tho Bank's answer was that they 
had no certain or official knowledge of tho 
fact of tho resignation of Balrnaooda. If 
they had beon notified of :t by 
Balmaoeda himself, or by Senor Vidal, 
or oven by the British Government, 
they j would thoucoforth have mado 
advances at their own peril. But in the 
moanwhilo thoy wero not bound— nor were 
they entitled — to withhold from Sonor 
Vidal tho advances thoy had oontractod to 
make. " It ia clear," aaid the Master of tho 
Rolls, " that if tho atatemont in tho now»- 
papers had turned out to bo erroneous, the 
dumagoB for which the defendants would 
havo boon liable for failing to perform their 
ontraot would have boen enormous." 
Wo do not know what tho Government of 
Chili thinks of the English decision but it 
appears to bo a peifeotly fair and reasonable 
one. If in countries like South America 
where governments are aubjeat to violent 
ohangoa the dr. facto Government of thia year 
Jan repudiate the obligationa of tho de facto 
Government of last yoar, it would 
be u very risky business to lond 
money to any of its Governments. The 
Times in considering tho quostioc indulgos 
iu some unwonted pleasantries, It says : 
"If it wero necoasary for thorn (tho finan- 
ciers) to bo eminent constitutional lawyors, 
to weigh in tho golden acalea tho compara- 
tive virtuoB of tho Juaniata and tho Union 
Civioa, or to distinguish tho psychological 
moment at whioh a Da Fonseca gives place 
to a Peixoto, or a Polxoto to a Do Mtllo— 



thoy would ba reduced to the position of the 
Jews of the middle ages and forced to do 
business on the same principles. That is 
why ff* believe that the judgmont of the 
Court of Appoal will ba best in tho long run 
for the South Americana themBolvea. They 
will got their loans on easier terms ; and 
chouper borrowing ia, after all, ono of the 
chief objects ol all Sou'h American Govern- 
ments. Ai for the banks and financiers they, 
too, will ho satisfied. W.e presume that 
they ate ' still sufficiently infatuated to con- 
tinue lending to Principalities and Powers 
iu South America, and this decision allows 
them to lend without intolerable inconveni- 
encj." 



A FIREBRAND. 



Tho P.ov. JVC. Madill in Ontario's politi 
col parBon. He is alio Grand President of 
tho P.P.A. Ho mudo u very peculiar apeech 
at Stratford, Out., a woek or so ago. Tho 
Toronto Globe commenting on that speech 
says : 

Wore it possible to regard Mr. Madill'a 
rhodomonlade Berioua'y hiu utterance would 
be ouo detply to bo deplored. If it were 
Bottled that tho next Dominion election 
should bo fought out ou sectarian iseueB 
patriotism might well regard the battle ub 
already lost. Whichever faction won tho 
country would suffer, not only by tho con- 
juring up of tho devils of race and religious 
natrod, but by tho neglect of matterb 
of real importance to tho national 
welfare, whilo the incendiary flour- 
ishes, robbery prospers in tho general 
confusion. It ia a matter of vory little con- 
cern to tho country whufc church tho hen d of 
tho Government may attend ; but it is a 
matter of vital importance that he shall bo 
not only personally honeat — that is a virtue 
to be prcaumod — but able to compel honesty 
in others. It would bo a muttor of small 
concorn to the country how offices wero par- 
celled out among the squabbling factions 
were it nob that we know too well that in 
the scramble little account is taken of fit- 
ness for public service. Surely tho people of 
Canada, by ogo and bitter experience, have 
passed tho stage when they can be amuBed 
or frightened away from looking after tho 
interest of tho country. 

Not tho least of the evila of the Bta'e of 
things which the predominance of Buch men 
as Mr. Madill would be certain to produce 
would be tho placing in power and office 
a gang of cunning and unprincipled hypo- 
crites. If sectarian z ;ul and fanatical pro- 
fession wero made the chief qualifications 
for popular support and official advance 
ment — as they would be ture to bo— canting 
hypoorites and intolerant zealots would 
spring up in all directions. The demand 
would create tho supply, and the candidates 
for publio favor would try to outvie oach 
other in professions of zoal for the dominant 
sect and in fierce denunciations of those 
who had the audacity to oppose them, Bla- 
tant bigots would find their way into the 
Legislatures, and tho publio offices would be 
filled with men who had by the meanest arts 
won tho favor of tho bigots aforesaid. From 
the reign of hypocrisy, cant and intolerance 
that would thus bo inaugurated all liberal- 
minded men and all lovers of peace and 
charity may well pray to bo delivered. 



THE RA W MATERIAL. 

Tho Times' Westminster correspondent, 
taking his cue from the editor, wired on 
Monday aa follows: "Appropriations of 
81,000, voted at tho last session, aro not 
paid yet, though noarly two months ago tho 
variouB councils had work done to the 
amount of the appropriation, and the men 
employed are waiting for their pay," etc., 
etc. On inquiry we find that only one of 
the municipalities hue sent in tho necessary 
certificates, and the money vouched for waB 
remitted without an hour's unnecessary de- 
lay. This ia the kind of malorial out of 
which tho Opposition atatements relative to 
the Govornment'a impecunioBity are con- 
cocted— lien manufactured out of whole 
cloth and unauthenticated rumors.

The Seattle Poat Intelligencer says that

to a mino on tho Liard river, (300 miles in 
tho interior of British Colombia, The Liard 
river is a branch of tho MoKenzie river, 
which empties into tho Arctic ocean. Tho 
mine ho went to boo proved on examination 
to bo worthless. Mr. Lewis saya tho -mot- 
ry ia rich in gold, but tho season is sr short 
that miners who g>> in thoro do not mako 
much. Provisions have to bo packed in and 
aro very coatly. Fiour, for instance, coats 
'25'jtn. a pound. There are iols of shallow dig- 
liinga along the water courBO that yield from 
$15 per day, but they aro Boon workod 
and tho minern hrvo to constantly 
keep moving. Mr. Lewis says if a railroad 
wiia built through this country, bo that sup- 
plies cou'd bn got in cheaply, it wou'd fur- 
nish pn li able employment fir thousands 
of mon in the placer miuea alone There is 
lota of game in tho country, too."

Pout TownheND, Aug. 2S.— (Special)— If 
tho question of securing coal is loft to the 
United States coast defonco Moniter Monto- 
rey, British Columbia coal will bo used 
cxolusivoly hereafter by naval veasels on tho 
Pacific aoaut to generate motion powor. 
Tho Monterey's ofliccrs tell somo hard 
atoriea about tho experiments they made 
last year with Franklin coal. Tho Monitor 
has a powerful forced draught and tho 
Seattle coal being of a soft composition bo- 
foro igniting waa carried from tho furnace 
cover into tho smokestack, which booamo 
olmoBt redhot, sufficient, however, to crack 
and pool tho paint. Tho uppor deck is of 
solid atoel three inches thick, covored by 
heavy planking. Tho doak becamo bo hot 
that the planks around tho edgoof tho boilora 
charred so that they had to bo removed and 
replaced by aolid cemont. Tho coal was 
also highly injurious to tho boilers. The 
engineers Bay that only vessels with open 
draught can possibly use tho fuel, und oven 
then it will not make or hold steam as well 
as tho Iiritish Columbia coal. After a year's 
trial tho Monterey is not altogether satisfac- 
tory to her complement of otiicors. They 
olaim that t ore aro several serious defects 
in construction. In tho first instance, Paci- 
fic Coast coal is not especially adapted to 
her boilors and whon it becomes necessary 
to removo them it will entail thrco or four 
times their cost to got thorn out of tho ship, 
which is so constructed that the steel boilers 
must he cut up into small pieoos before they 
oan be removed, The Bamo difficulty 
is to bo experienced in putting 
in now boilers. Tho draught and ventilation 
of the vessel is not satisfactory— it is either 
too hot or too cold. Although not construct- 
ed for sea cruising tho Monterey becomes 
very wot and is an unBatisfaotory Bea oraft. 
Even tho conatruotion and mounting of tho 
guns come in for Borne adverse criticism. 
Muoh apprehension provailo lest the Monitor 
will become an utter failure in a naval en- 
gagement. Tho Monterey will report at 
Tacoma on September 16 and remain ton 
daya. 

The Monterey, while coming into the 
Straits Sunday morning had a narrow es- 
cape from running on the rocks at Capo Flat- 
terp. A gentleman from Port TownBond, 
where the Monterey is now at anchor; arrived 
in Victoria last evening and related the 
story to a Colonist reporter as he had heard 
aboard the Monitor, and which was 
unofficially confirmed by tho vessel's 
officers in private conversation. While 
coming up the coast from Astoria 
the Monteroy ran into a mountoln 
of fog which lay low in tho water and was 
very denso. By reckoning his time and 
speed Capt. Kempff thought he waa almoat 
off tho Straita and headed east. At Tatoonh 
the Straita were clear, but tho heavy 
bank lay close in to the shore 
from tho ocean. Tho Monterey steamed 
slowly in, sounding her whistle at frequent 
intervals, and waa unable to catch an echo, 
and cast tho lead every few foot. Suddenly 
aho emerged from the fog b.ink, and direct 
ahead, lesa than 500 yards distant above tho 
r «j til id Bea, waa a reef of treacherous bould- 
ers. The engines were quickly reversed and 
the big Monitor shoored off in time to save 
herself from possible destruction. This 
story was confirmed by Capt. Keempff, who 
said the Monitor was going under very 
slow steam, and tho c vsting of tho load was 
enough precaution to have saved tho ship 
from any injury. Still he felt rather ner- 
vous over the adventure. 

THE "MABVIN'S " CRDISE ENDED. 

The achooner E B. Marvin reached homo 
from the Japanese and Copper island coast 
at noon yesterday, being 19 days from the 
latter aealine grounds. Sho ia the tirat to 
arrive of a fi jot which iB now no doubt on 
its way home from the Copper ialand coast. 
Her catch of seals for the season amounts to 
2.111, of which 230 odd were secured off 
Russian territory. The aohooner'n log 
ahows no incidents of a newsy nature 
occurring on tho voyage, except for vessels 
recently mot with. The Casco, Oscar and 
Hattie, and Penelopo were spoken before 
the Marvin started for home, the first men- 
tioned with a catch of 1,900 and the last 
with 1,500 When ppokeu, the Casco re- 
ported that Bho wou'd start for homo on the 
20th inst. The Marvin's most northerly 
oouroe during tho cruiao was between Darren 
and Copper islands. When on the entranco 
to the StraitB on Thursday she Bpoko the 
Bchooncr Wanderer, tho latter being on hor 
way home from AlaBka, whero sho waa re- 
ported to havo been hold seized. A. Japan- 
ese hunter on tho Marvin stands second 
highest; man on board hiaschoouer, his catch 
being 368. 

MARINE NuTFS 
The Quadra returned to Ejqulmalt harbor 
laat evening from Race Ricks lighthouse, 
whore she'had been delivering coal. Tho 
dense fog prevented tho steamer coiitituiiug 
on her trip nor' h.

CHRISTIANITY v. THEOSOPHY 



More Dangerous Forms of Error 
Taking: the Place of 
Jiilidelity. 



Seraion By Rev. P. McF. Macleod in 
James Bay Presbyterian 
Church. 

On Sundny evening Rev. "P. McF. Mac- 
leod addressed the congvagatifj-i of tho 
JumeB Bay Presbyterian Church on tho 8-ub 
jict of Theoaophy, tukiag as his text ii, 
Timothy iv 4, Ho said; 

Infidelity in its grossor forms is dying 
bub subtiler and therefore moro dangerous 
forms of error aro ta-king its place, Quito 
an effort is being made to introduce 
Theosophy among nis and from tho im- 
portance given to the subject in the press 
ii in evident that somo uc leasb are in danger 
of boiijg led uwey. Thoro are 80 many 
people on this Pacific coast who have m yet 
no dtfieite viows with regard to religion, 
that we can easily understand their readi 
ness to listen to any teacher who begins by 
justifying thoir attitude of indifference 
lowurda Christianity, and who promises to 
bhow them a moro oxcellont way. I ask 
you then first to oonsider the claims Theoso- 
phista put forward why wo should give 
them a hearing. And of course they begin 
by showing that Christianity is a lamentable 
failure, that it has accomplished nothing in 
tho redemption of mankind, but set the 
world by the ears through the conflicts of 
rival sects. That there is more wiukodnosa 
61 the >so-callod Christian nations than in 
trie no-called hoathen nations. Think, Bay 
they, of our Bending missionaries 10 China 
and Japan where thero is nothing like tho 
aamo amount of vico and crime us thero is 
among ourselves. 

The fallacy of such roasoning may bo 
mado at oooe apparent by applying it to 
theosophy. Theosophy does not oxpeat to 
influence thoie who reject its teachings, 
and doaiarids to be judged by its fruits in the 
Uvea of its true disciples. And yot the lec- 
turer now in Victoria pronounces Christian- 
ity a failure beonuso thero are still a ma- 
jarity, oven in Christian countries, who re- 
ject its teachings and who therefore are in 
many cases living on a lower moral piano 
than the heathen. Let Dr. Allen Grilliths 
bp honest and compare the lives of those 
who are known to bo consistent and loyal 
followers of JesuB Christ with the disciples 
of Buddha, and I will not fear the result. 
Or let the Doctor himself sincerely test the 
value of Christianity by accepting Jcbus 
Christ as his Baviour, ard thou he will bo 
hotter able to judge whether or not Chris- 
tianity is a failure. To say that Christian- 
ity has accinip la' el nothing in t le It a; 1000 
years is aimpiy to insult common scnBO and 
requires no refutation. 

I question much if, even with the help of 
Sir Edwiu Arnold, it will be possible 
to show that the nation or the individuals 
who have aorepted Buddha's teaching 
havo been lifted by ic above the 
level of the toilowers of Conlucius or 
Zoroaster, or above others who have 
adopted grosser forms of idolatrous wjrship. 
But Dr. Griffiths would doubtless becomo 
very angry if it were tuggesrnd that 
Theosophy had been already sufficiently 
tested and had been found wanting. He 
would doubtleBS say givo us time, our doc- 
trines are only becoming known, our move- 
inent is yet in its infancy; and surely in 
view of their claim to represent tho ancient 
wisdom religion of the Eist, we might be 
somewhat impatient to see the great results 
its disciples look for more in evidence than 
they are. Still the plea for more timo is 
one that intelligent men must acknowledge 
to be of weight. Well, then, will the Doc- 
tor allow Christianity the same privilege 
and grant time for the fulfilment of the 
great things that are still in the future, and 
not pronounce a verdict before tho evidenco 
is all in 1 Christianity is not dead nor 
dying, and by and by we shall Bee grander 
results than have yet been achieved. 

It is somewhat amusing to hear tho Doc- 
tor who oomes hero to instruct us speaking 
as if the doctrines of the Gospel were 
now rejected by all intelligent people. 
W hy the wholecompany of theoBphical adeptB 
if they died and were reincarnated in a Bin- 
gle Individual would not compare in graBp 
of lntellto',, in holiness of heart and hfo or 
in enthusiasm for humanity with any of the 
noted followers of Jesus whoso names are 
household words among ua. To speak con- 
temptuous'y of Christianity is simply to 
writo yourtolf a fool. 

But again TheosophiBts claim that their 
religion is based on knowledge acquired by 
the sages of the past, more especially by 
thoso of tho Fiat. It is in fact Buddhism 
with modern improvements. It is rather 
strange that while Buddhism has been care- 
fully studied by mauy during this last cen- 
tury it, remained for Madam Blavatsky to 
discover Us message to the race and it is a 
pity that while tho doctrine is bo old it 
should bo known to tho general public only 
through fow contemporary writers who 
have really littlo claim to be heard as 
tho interpreters of a now religion. It is not 
unbecoming that wo should demund creden- 
tials from these interpreters of tho 
ancient eogeB. We havo a right to 
know all that is to ho known 
cf thoso modern prophets, and I confess I 
am not yet satisfied that a Bible offered ua 
by them is worthy of our credenco. The 
pertinent quet t on put to thoso who wore 
usurping Divino power might well bo put to 
MrB. BjBant and hor coadjutors, "Jtsua I 
know, and Paul I know, but who ore ye ? ' 

Again, Thooaophy claims to bo a wisdom 
religion, and thoreloro uppeale to tho think- 
ing fow, and cortainly a perusal of Its tetch- 
ings mokes it evident it has no mesaago for 
the maBBoa. This, I havo no doubt, will bo 
denied, and it is evident that in somo of its 
recent teachiugs an effort 13 put forth to 
popu.arise its doctrines, but its thoorisings 
cannot poaaibly bo mado aimple. Its theo- 
logical terms, if wo may so apeak, aro hard 
to bo understood, and its etliica aro ao far 
boyond roach that it iu only by a long, and 
indefinite aoriea of reincarnations that wo 
may attain to tho ideal lifo. Christianity 
brines us into contact with tho living Christ 
and Bhowa us how wo may bo changed into 
Hia imago from glory to clory, and preaenta 
to ub a simple measauo which a 
li tie child can undorat ind : "Bolio\o 
in tho Lord Jesus Christ and 
thou sialt bo saved." Christianity addresses 
tie massos and Bet kg (o auve tho lost. 
Christianity atundB alono in its appeal to 
tho whole world and to niBn as man. 

II. But now lot us oonsider the toaching 
of Theosophy. It profeBsea to havo mado 
tho great diacovory that tho oaiiBe of all sin 
ia uol'jBhnesa, and it undertakes to abolish 
Bullishness and so to abolish sin. If Thoo- 
eophista road tho New Tcatamont thoy 
would find that Christ has anticipated them 
for Ho said "if any man will oome af tor mo 
lot him deny himsolf." "Ho that findoth 
hia life ahull lose it, bub ho that losoth hia 
lifo for my sake shall find it." But it la ono 
thing to diagnose tho dieoaso and quite an- 
other thing to euro it, ^and wo have nob a 
gllmpso of any romody for human solfish- 
noaa in tho precopta of Buddha— or hia mod- 
ern disciples. Dr. Allon Griffiths may

leoturo on the glorioua truth of universal 
brotherhood and the grandeur of an unssl- 
fiah life, but how many roinaarnations will 
it re(|uiro to enablo him to practice what ho 
proaoheB, and to take out of his nature that- 
inborn lovo of self which is an great a hind- • 
ranee to spiritual growth. Christianity de- 
mands self denial ub the firat step in the ■ 
ChriBtian life, and it shows how lovo of self' 
gives place in the beliovor to leva to Jesus- 
Christ. JuBt as earthly lovo drlvos selfish- 
ness out of tho heart bo lovo to God gives to • 
ub a new heart and a right spirit, bo that we 
live no longer to oursolvos but to him who 
loved ub, and gave Himself lor us. 

Again, Tuoosophy teaches that every act 
of right or wrong Bhall receive its due re- 
word, that there is no suoh thing as forgive- 
ness of sin. It scouts the idea of an atone- 
ment for sin and rejeols entirely the Bible 
teaching with regard to rewards and punish- 
ments. No such thing as forgiveness of 
ain ? Apply this teaching in tha earthly 
sphere. The little child' ia guilty of 
somo exhibition of petulanco or passion, 
or it has committed aome graver fault which, 
has so burdened its conscience that it cannot 
Bleep nor enjoy its food or pluy. At last It 
seeks its mother, unburdens its Borrow, con- 
feaseB ita fault, and instead of the kiss of 
forgiveness it receives tho cold announce- 
ment that there ia no suoh thing as forgive- 
ness, and that its misery cannot bo cured,, 
and must be endured. A friend has wronged: 
mo and cornea with a tear in hia eye Baying, 
I am aorry, forgive mo, and I answer there 
is no Buch thing ub forgiveness. Ah '. lot us 
thank God there is forgivoncsa with Him, 
and that the prayer ia taught ua by our 
Lord himself, " forgive ua our trespasses as. 
we forgive thoso who trespass ag tinst us." 

Tho deepest craving of tho human heart- 
is for forgiveness and it ia in the assur- 
ance of the forgiveness of our sins that we 
have that peace of God whioh passes under- 
standing. TheoBophiots Boom the doctrine 
of an atoning aacrifico in common with- 
those who do not deny that there is such a 
thing as forgiveness of aina, but who do not 
think themselvos sinners who need any 
a'onemont to be made for them. Now it is- 
impossible to enter here upon any vindica- 
tion of the factB that Chriat died for our 
sins and rose again for our justification, but 
I would aimpiy state that it is on the death 
of Jeans Christ for ua that Christianity ia 
founded and that Calvary is the real centre 
round whioh it revolvea. When a French 
philosopher aaked Tallyrand how it would 
be poaaible for him to bring paople to accept 
hia doctrinoa, ho anaworod, yeu had botter 
get youraelf crucified and the third day rise 
again. Now, if Theosophy wishes to es- 
tablish itself and become a power, It will 
need something moro than its preaent teach- 
inga. It will need not only to proclaim ita 
gospel, but bo ready to dio for it, and until 
it presents to sinful and sorrowing human- 
ity a Saviour who offora pardon and peace 
through the shedding of blood, it cannot re- 
place tho glorioua gospel of the blessed God. 

Again, Theoaophy teaches that every man 
ia the former of hia own deatiny, but ua one 
short life ia altogether inadequate to fit him 
for union with the divino, the spirit paaaee 
through a series of experiences of incarna- 
tion, that tho nature of each incarnation de- 
pends upon the merit or the demerit of the 
previous life or lives. Hero thoy borrow 
from Christianity, using the Lord's own 
words, "Ye niUBtbe born again," but their 
fable of reincarnation has not ono fact either 
of nature or revelation in its favor, and has 
not the fainteet resemblance to the Chria- 
lian doctrine of regeneration. If lam born 
again of tho spirit, I am oonaciouo of my 
formor life and am warned and helped by 
my past history, but the Theoaophiet dies ao 
completely that when he ie reincarnated he 
has no remembrance of his former existence, 
and ia not able, therefore, to benefit by bis 
former experiences. How am I to tell 
whether I am on the upward or downward 
grade of being— whether in my former life I 
wos better than I am now or worae t When 
did my life really begin if my birth was not 
my first appearance ? If my child ia the 
llower of many incarnations, how did he 
originate, when did these incarnations be- 
gin ? But it ia vain to waste timo over this 
cunningly devised fable, when wo have 
the olear teaching of the aoriptures 
with regard to our origin and our deatiny, 
and the eternal life that is ours now through 
this new birth whioh Jobub offers ua if we 
are ready to reoeive Him, for to as many as 
received Him to them gave He power to be- 
come tho Sons of God. 

III. But let ua look at what Theosophy 
hcka. It recognizes no peraonal God ; no 
Heavenly Father. It dofias man and ecorns 
tho idea of a submission to tho Divine will. 
It offerB no prayer, be c »uso its deatiny is 
fixed and immutable. What ! Must I 
coasotopray the prayer our Lord taught His 
disciples? Muat my little ohildron no more 
band tho knee and offer up the prayer taught 
them by their mother ? Muat wo cease in 
these gathorings our songa of praise and our 
united supplication ? Oh ! surely we may 
say with Mosea, " Their rock ia not ub our 
rock, evon themaolvea being tho judgea." 

Theoaophy acknowledges no peraonal 
Saviour. Jobub Chriat is simply a teacher 
ii He ia acknowledged at all, and cer- 
tainly occupies in their catimation a place 
inferior to Buddha. His death and resur- 
rection have no moaniDg for tho Theosophist, 
and aro of no value to mankind. 

Lastly, Theoaophy gives no hope of an 
oternal individual existence, of a holy, happy 
lifo boyond thogravo and a many mansioned 
homo propared for ub. Ic offers an indefin- 
ito soriea of inctrnationa and final absorp- 
tion in the divine. Thero may be aomo at- 
traction in Thooaophy for thoeo who refuae 
to accept the revolution given us in the 
Word in God. Thero ia doubtlesa somo re- 
lief in it from the gross matorialism of the 
day, but thoro is neithor holp nor hope in it 
for suffering and sorrowing humanity Buch 
ub comos to them from tho Bweet worda of 
tho Saviour, " Come unto mo all ye that 
labor and aro heavy laden and I will give 
you roBt."

Tho very 
rich, of course, may go to a swell decora- 
tor to give him carte blanche to decorate 
tho children's apartment, but in most 
homes (he potent question of expenses 
must bo considered.

terns to teach tasto and color form and 
aro pretty enough to decorate tho walls 
of an artist's studio. 

One firm of wall paper manufacturers 
are at work on a paper for tho coming 
season that will depict tho Brownies in 
their cr.jrric.il dress and will carry the 
juvenile, mind through a series of won- 
ders and amusement over tho queer an- 
tics and grotesque appearance of these 
world famous fairies. Then tho volumes 
el' nursery lore that aro depicted in 
really excellent effects in wall papers 
are almost endless. This branch of the 
wall paper trade has become an indus- 
try thai is on tho increase, and that 
same spirit of rivalry that stirs the 
manufacturer and designer in tho mak- 
ing of suitable drawing room decora- 
tions has at last awakened them to the 
fact that a house has but one drawing 
room, and if it has a nursery the lacier 
is frequently as largo as tho former.

AGAINST THE LORDS. 

Sunday's Demonstration in Hydo Park-Be- 
warded as Very Much Like a ITlzzlo. 

London, Aug. 28— The Wostminstor 
Guzotto fairly voices tho govornmont 
opinion when it says that tho demonstra- 
tion at Hydo Park on Sunday afternoon 
by tho National Longuo for tho abolition 
of tho lords was a damp political squabble* 
Tho Gazette says tho feeling against tho 
lords in all parts of tho country is as 
strong as ever, hut tho moment is inop- 
portune. The Conservatives aro de- 
lighted with tho feebleness of tho Radi- 
cals' first gun, and aro making much of 
the fact that some of tho banners carried 
in tho procession boro obscene mottoes 

Mr. O'Brien's speech was as much an 
attack upon the government as upon tho 
Houso of Lords. Dr. Charles K. Tanner, 
member of parliament for the middle di 
vision of Cork, anti-Parnellite, empha 
sized his remarks by waving a shillelah, 

While tlourishing the stick ho assorted 
tho Houso of Lords was composed of bast- 
ards. " Not all of them," ho explained, 
"and to those not bastards I apologize.' 

On tho Thames embankment eleven 
platforms had been erected and it is esti- 
mated that 70,000 people were in the 
park. A joint resolution was adopted at 
all tho platforms, declaring that as the 
government was unable to give any defin- 
ite pledge as to its action regarding tiie 
Houso of Lords, it bo demanded that the 
"useless hereditary chamber" bo abolish- 
ed. Tho resolutions also called upon the 
olectors to support only those candidates 
for parliament who would pledge them- 
selves to vote for tho abolition of tho 
Houso of Lords. William O'Brien warned 
tho government that tho continuation of 
tho Irish support would depend on it3 
fidelity to the crusade against tho lords 
and their policy of blocking the way to 
reform. While the Conservative journals 
treat tho anti-lords demonstration as a 
fizzle, the Daily Nows contonds that it 
was successful and estimates tho number 
of persons who gathered around tho plat- 
forms at 100,000. Tho News adds that 
the procession was small because most of 
the persons walked to the park indepen- 
dently of the organization.

Plans of Peniberton Maternity Ward 
Presented and Tenders deferred 
to a Committee. 



CbiuP8e Bids for Vegetable Supplies 
Thrown Out In Accordance With 
Previous Decision. 

The Jubilee hospital board mot last night 
with the president, Mr. JoBhua Davies in 
tho chair, tho othera present being Mesara. 
G. H. Brown, H- Dallas Helmcken, J. L. 
Crimp, A- Wilson, Thomas Shotbolt, 
CharloB Hay ward, VV. H. Ellis, and J. 
Stuart Yatea. 

Mayor Toaguo, who had drawn up tho 
plana for tho now maternity ward to be built 
with tho bequeBt of the late J. D. Pembor- 
was by Invitation also present, as the tend- 
ers woro to be opened. 

A letter from Mr. H. D. Holiuoken. of the 
committee of tho month to tho President 
was road, stating that the present wator 
supply could not be safely used by the 
hospital patients. The PreBident'a reply 
was alno road, to the tfieet that Doators 
Jones, RichardBon and Davie agreed in 
this, and ndvising that some steps bo taken 
to get water from tho Eaquimalt road. 

Mr. Helmcken verbally reported, that a 
water cart had been lent, the Hudson's Bay 
Company had given tho necessary barrels to 
hold tho water, and the E (juimalt water- 
works had allowed a supply to be taken 
froo. 

Mr. Wilson did not think it necessary to 
go eo far, as there was a spring near the 
hospital. The city water anyway was good 
enough if it wsb filtered. It was wrong to 
decry our own wator supply for the purpose 
of advertising the E:qulmalt waterworks. 

Mr. Helmcken and the President both 
stated that no suoh idea had been in view. 
Tho dootore said the present water was not 
good and the Bole reason for getting tho 
wator from tho Esquimalt road was to over- 
come the difficulty. 

Mr. Hayward thought that tho city 
wator might be filtered. Mr. Yates believed 
that the committee of the month might find 
out if tha Bpring spoken of by Mr. Wilson 
was good to use, and the whole matter was 
finally referred to the committee to aot. 

Tho steam laundry asked for the prices 
paid for the hospital washing. Reoeived 
and tiled. 

Then the tenders for vegetables wero 
opened. Erskino & Wall tendered for veg- 
etables l.\ cents per pound in season ; 
potatoes §19 50 per ton. There wore also 
five Chinese tenders. 

Mr. Ellis and Mr, Brown both held that 
the hoard had at its last meeting decided 
that Chinese tenders should not be enter- 
tained. Oa this ground Mr, Ellis atb_- d 'he 
President to discard the Chinese bids, 

Mr, Hayward thought the advertisemont 
put In tho papers woe misleading as It had 
read to tho effeci tha* vegetables raised by 
white labor would be preferred. The reso- 
lution passed at tl',3 former meeting was 
then hunted up and was found to bar Chin- 
ese entiro'y. 

Mr. Ellis then moved, seconded by Mr. 
Hayward, that Messrs. ErBkino & Wall's 
tender be accepted, the tenderers to givo a 
bond of $500 that the vegetables supplied 
wore raised by white labor. 

Mr. Wilson thought the whole thing a 
farce. 

Mr. Yates moved In amendment, soconded 
by Mr. Shotbolt, that inatoad of awarding 
tho tender to Erakine & Wall it Would bo 
better to havo a commit!?; go round to the 
various whito gardeners and got tenders in 
that way. 

Tho amendment was voted for by Messrs. 
Brown, Yates, Wilson and Shotbolt, the 
othor four members voting against it. Tho 
amendment was declared carried by the 
casting voto of the chairman. 

Next camo tho oponing of tondora for tho 
now Peniberton Maternity hospital, plsne 
for wbich were exhibited by Mayor Teague. 
They show a vory neat building somo eighty 
foot long on tho most modern pavilion plan, 
There is a main building connected by a cor- 
ridor with a ward on one side leaving room 
on tho othor aide to build a similar addition 
when it may bo found nocoBaary. Tho 
buildingis of wood withstonefouudationsand 
consists of basement, ground floor and attic. 
Tho internal arrangements is excellent and 
convenient and tho planB had been approved 
by Doctors Helmcken, Davio and Haning- 
ton. There wero elevon tonders for the 
building and seven tondora for tho plumbing. 

Tho tenders wero rnforrod to a committee 
composed of Mossra. Pemberton I chairman), 
Holmckcn and Hayward to act, and the 
mooting thon udjourned.
